“Special Cable to Tus New York Towers, 
BERLIN, Aug. 4.—Condittons in the 
Schnéidemtth! concentration camp, where 
the’ Germans expelled from Poland are 
quartered, have become_so frightful that 
Carl Severing, the Prussian Minister of 
the Interior, plans a personal: visit there; 
In tumbledown. sheds, oncé= used for 
housing prisoners of war, and more re- 
cently ‘as storehouses .for an. aircraft 
factory, some 10,000. men, women. and 
children are huddlea together like so 
many sheep in a space scarcely large 
enough for’ one-third of that: number. 
And still the‘ flood of ‘unhappy péople, 
who have been ousted from their homes,’ 
continues to pour across the frontier. 
Last night; many late atrivals had. to 
sleep in the open air on the “bare 
ground. *-Today. several schools and 
other ‘public buildings .were placed’ at 
their disposal, and several thousand 
were shipped off.into the interior of 
Germany. . 
Here in Berlin the eattiana stations 


whete the trains from the east arrive 


are full of families camping out in wait- 
ing rooms’ until lodging can be found 
for them: -, 

Most of the newspapers are printing 
strong criticisms of the official inca- 
pacity revealed at Schneidemihl.. Aside 
from the ordinary discomforts the im-. 
inigrants nave to endure such as a lack 
of beds and washing facilities, inferior 
food and cramped quarters, there is the 
hourly peril of, fire.. Those old wooden 
barracks-and hangars of a ‘former camp 


would burn like matchwood. 


Even a panic inspired by fear of fire 
would lead to the trampling of women 
and children and probably cause several 
deaths.’ The danger of infections also 
is imminent, only a few doctors being 
on hand to care for hundreds of sick 
persons. 

But ‘the worst feature of the situation 
is -the fact that many weeks,’ possibly 
months, must elapse before work and 
homes can be provided for these hapless 


victims of national hate and govern- 
mental shortsightedness. 


Entertainments for the Refugees. 


SCHNEIDEMUHL, Aug. 2 (#).—Scenes 
reminiscent of World’ War canteen en- 
tertainments will be witnessed in this 
frontier town in; view of the ‘decision 
of the managers:of the refugee camp to 
introduce various forms of tertain- 
ment in an attempt to..glaiiden the 
hearts of the Germans evicted from Po- 
land, who number about .20,000.

Polish Charge Denies Reprisals. | 


Hipolit \Gliwic, Polish Chargé d’Af- 
faires in Washington, gave out a state-~ 
ment here yesterday through The Asso- 
ciated Press concerning the evictoin 
of German citizens from Poland. 
He said they were not made as a re- 
prisal; but were carried out under the 
provisions of the Versailles peace treaty 
and were the result of negotiations con- 
ducted under"the auspices of the League 
of Nations. 

Mr. Gliwic said German, Silesians af- 
fected were warned a year in advance to 
prepare for the transfer. He denied that 
Poland was responsible for-any of the 
hardships suffered by the Germans in 
their exodus during the; final days of 
the period fixed for their,transfer, which, 
expired on Aug. 1.

Nothing shouldbe done to im» 
pair it. .Nor should suits be lightly 
brought’ against. the newspapers., In 
thirty-three years of active practice at 
the bar I have never before brought a 
libel suit against newspapers or indi- 
viduals. I do not advise the com- 
mencement of a lawsuit as a joke with 
which to add to the gayety of nations on 
the eve of an election or at any other 
time. I regard a-lawsuit as a@ serious 
matter. I advise its commencement only 
when I think it will meet with success. 
I-may and often have been mistaken 
as to the result. But I never advise one 
as‘a gesture. 

These actions have been instituted with 
the intent that' each of them will be 
tried. I never entertained the idea that 
any newspaper would be deterred by a 
threat of ilegal proceedings, but I have 
always believed and still hope that 
newspapers regret that libelous matter 
has been printed for which there was no 
justification. Such it is my belief has 
béen done to a most aggravating degree 
in this instance, \If my belief is not well 
founded I am sure the verdicts will so 
establish. But it is to be borne in mind 
that all of the mewspapers made 
defendants in these actions have had 
verdicts; rendered against them in libel 
sults, so ‘they must. have printed libelous 
panties without justification.
